Orderly conduct’ reigned _ su- 
preme. President Bill Mott used 
the gavel to good avail and a sur- 
prising amount of business in 
anyone’s book, was conducted. 

Oct. 27 Meeting 

When the October 27 meeting 
was called to order, several re- 
ports were given by the commis- 
sioners. Don Bissonnette brought 
up the subject of foreign students. 
From there the discussion turned 
to the advantage of block voting 
at conferences. The Eastern Con- 
ference schools employ block vot- 
ing in order to strengthen their 
power as a conference.
